Young, casual marijuana smokers experi- 
ence potentially harmful changes to their 
brains: The drug alters regions of the mind 
related to motivation and emotion, re- 
searchers found. 

The study published Wednesday in the 
Journal of Neuroscience differs from many 
other pot-related research projects that are 
focused on chronic, heavy users of cannabis. 

The collaborative effort between North- 
western University’s medical school, Mas- 
sachusetts General Hospital and Harvard 
Medical School showed a direct correlation 
between the number of times users smoked 
and abnormalities in the brain. 

“What we’re seeing is changes in people 
who are 1 8 to 25 in core brain regions that 
you never, ever want to fool around with,” 
said co-senior study author Dr. Hans Beiter, 
professor of psychiatry and behavioral sci- 
ences at Northwestern University 

In particular, the study identified chang- 
es to the nucleus accumbens and the nucle- 
us amygdala, regions of the brain that are 
key to regulating emotion and motivation, 
in marijuana users who smoke between one 
and seven joints a week. 

The researchers found changes to the 
volume, shape and density of those brain 
regions. But more studies are needed to de- 
termine how those changes may have long- 
term consequences and whether they can 
be fixed with abstinence, Beiter said. 

“Our hypothesis from this early work 
is that these changes may be an early sign 
of what later becomes amotivation, where 
people aren’t focused on their goals,” he said. 

The study, which was funded in part by 
the National Institute on Drug Abuse and 
the White House Office of National Drug 
Control Policy comes as access to weed is 
expanding following 2012 votes in Washing-

ton state and Colorado to legalize its recre- 
ational use. The drug remains illegal under 
federal law. 

Medical marijuana is allowed in 20 US. 
states. 

Legalization advocates make the argu- 
ment that marijuana is safer than alcohol a 
central part of their campaigns. 

Other research has found drinking alco- 
hol alters the brain, Beiter said. But while 
researchers do not know exactly how the 
mental rewiring seen in pot users affects 
their lives, the study shows it physically 
changes the brain in ways that differ from 
drinking, he said. 

This latest study fits with other research 
showing marijuana use has significant effects 
on young people because their brains are still 
developing, and Beiter said he has become 
convinced that marijuana should only be 
used by people younger than 30 if they need 
it to manage pain from a terminal illness.

Hundreds missing after 
South Korean ferry sinks 


JINDO, South Korea South Korean coast 
guard and navy divers resumed their search 
Thursday for nearly 290 people still missing 
after a ferry capsized in what could be the 
country’s worst maritime disaster in more 
than 20 years.

God help you if you’re a stoner and you live 
anywhere near the intersection of Clark 
and Roscoe streets. There you’ll find The 
Big Cheese Poutinerie, a new purveyor of a 
munchies-sating and artery-threatening dish 
known as poutine. Though the name itself 
sounds, well, less than appetizing*, poutine 
is a snack made from French fries crowned 
with cheese curds and gravy thought to be 
invented in Quebec in the 1950s. 

If you’ve never had poutine and you don’t 
live in a climate where consuming carbs 


could mean the difference between survival 
and freezing your ass off, you might think it 
sounds gross. Keep in mind, though, that a 
2007 Canadian TV documentary named pou- 
tine the loth greatest Canadian invention of 
all time. Insulin (No. i), the artificial pace- 
maker (No. 6) and the electric wheelchair 
(No. 9) all outranked poutine, which seems 
appropriate considering you might need all 
three at some point should you consume a 
regular diet of poutine. 

Canadian restaurateur Travis Burke 
certainly agrees with that ranking. He was so

enamored with poutine that he brought the 
dish from Quebec to Calgary, Alberta, where 
he opened up two Big Cheese locations. Now 
he’s partnered with two local restaurateurs. 
Rocky Aiyash (Pazzo’s) and Michael Stad- 


nicki (Al’s Beef at 6oi W! Adams St.) to open 
the first U.S. location in Wrigleyville. 

Big Cheese isn’t the first poutine-centric 
restaurant to open in Chicago— technically 
that distinction belongs to now-closed Bad- 
Happy Poutine Shop— but it does focus on 
a dish that other restaurants just dabble in. 
“Most places serve sandwiches with a side of 
fries,” Aiyash said. “We serve fries with top- 
pings. It’s a total curveball.” I stopped in to 
find out if Big Cheese indeed was a curveball 
or just a lazy toss of questionable food to the 
impaired denizens of Wrigleyville. 


This is because most Americans pronounce the dish “poo-teen.” The correct pronunciation actuaiiy sounds more iike the Russian president’s iast name, Putin. 
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Drunk food of the gods 

The whole point of pontine is excess and 
richness; expecting balance from pontine 
is like hoping a Chicago mayor governs 
transparently So I ordered a bnnch of pon- 
tines and jnst dng in like I was hammered. 
What I discovered is that the pontines 
at Big Cheese might jnst be the finest 
drnnk food aronnd. The cnrds sqneak 
against yonr teeth, the sweet basil-flavored 
gravy is thick and beefy and the skin on the 
fries, which are hand cnt daily and fried to 
order, are on par with the best spnds in town. 


Death by carbs and meat 

The selection of toppings available beyond 
the traditional gravy and cheese cnrds are 
a collnsion of carbs against the waistline. 
There are dollops of gooey mac ’n’ cheese 
($6.99 for a small; $7.99 for a large) and jnicy 
gronnd beef, gnacamole, pickled jalapenos, 
salsa, sonr cream and Fritos on the Taco 
Lnchador ($7.99 for small; $9.99 for large), 
which is basically ballpark nachos with 
golden fries taking the place of stale chips. 
There’s also the Pierogie pontine ($7.99 for 
small; $9.99 for large) adorned with bacon, 
caramelized onion, sonr cream and a conple 
of Polish potato dnmplings. There’s the aptly 
named Notorions P.I.G., featnring root beer- 
and chipotle-sanced pnlled pork, bacon and 
Italian sansage. I also tried a Scottish Cnrry 
pontine ($7.99 for small, $9.99 for large), 
featnring pnlled chicken dripping in sweet, 
aromatic cnrry gravy dotted with bright 
green peas. 

Housemade pays off 

Many of the toppings and sances are made 
on site from scratch, inclnding those 
crispy-crnsted pierogi, which are made from 
Stadnicki’s mother’s recipe and are probably 
good enongh to lannch their own franchise. 
Thongh I conldn’t taste any root beer in its 
sance, the pnlled pork was silky and spicy 
The mac ’n’ cheese noodles were firm, and 
the pnlled chicken on the Scottish cnrry 
was tender and smoked in-honse. Becanse

of the addictive savory qnality of the cnrry 
and the tender pnlled chicken on the Scot- 
tish pontine, I gobbled it np more than the 
others. Even thongh Big Cheese is connter- 
service, the staff was friendly and qnick, and 
one of the workers stopped by to ask how my 
food was. My only major gripe? If yon dine 
in, yonr pontines will be served in cardboard 
takeont containers, which means the fries 
steam against the side of the cardboard and 
get soggy qnickly Why not cnrb the problem 
by nsing real plates for dine-in orders? Aiyash 
and Stadnicki said they’re still considering 
how best to present pontine to in-honse 
diners, bnt recommended ordering yonr fries 
“extra crispy” if yon like. 

Top of the pops 

Big Cheese has a soda fonntain ($1.99 with 
free refills) stocked with the nnnsnal flavor 
of Fanta ginger ale (Who knew this existed? 
It’s not as spicy as Vernors, bnt I liked it) and 
a selection of bottled sodas ($2.99) from Can- 
ada’s The Pop Shoppe. I especially liked the 
neon green-hned Lime Ricky flavor, which 
tasted kinda like the love child of Monntain 
Dew and a margarita. 

Bottom line 

If yon find yonrself at Big Cheese soaked in 
Old Style after a Cnbs win, or jnst stone-cold 
sober in search of comfort food, yon will be 
pleased by this pontine.
